HOW FARM SURPLUS 
IS BEING HANDLED 


Washington.—The problem of farm 
surpluses according to Dr. Henry G. 
Knight, chief of ihe Bureau of Chem­ 
istry and Soils, 
United States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture, is now be 
ing attacked by researchers in threi 
ways. 
In his address 
before 
the 
fortysecond meeting of the Associa­ 
tion of Land Grant Colleges and Uni­ 
versities he listed them 
as follows: 
First, by preserving the surplus pro­ 
ducts of the farms for future 
use; 
second, by converting the product in 
such manner that it may be taken out 
of its field of unsuccessful competi­ 
tion and thrown into 
another field; 
and 
third, 
through 
manufacturing 
farm products by such processes 
as 
will convert 6hem to other uses than 
food. 


Chemists, plant breeders, econom­ 
ists, engineers, and 
soil 
scientists, 
said Dr. Knight are making contri­ 
butions toward widening the markets 
for agricultural products by such re­ 
searches as have caused the growing 


interest in the development of new 
uses amf wider markets for agricul­ 
tural products by such researches as 
have caused the growing interests in 
the develipment of new uses and wid­ 
er markets for farm wastes and farm 
residues. 
He pointed out that 
the 
increasingly successful conversion of 
the residues and surplus of the corn 
crop into such 
products 
as starch, 
glucose, ethyl alcohol, butyl alcohol 
and acetone marks a field in which 
such articles find ever widening mar­ 
kets which do not compete with corn 
itself. 
The manufacture of 
sugar 
cane bagasse into fiber board affords 
another example of successful con­ 
version of farm wastes into commer- 
ciol products on a large scale. 


So important have 
the 
potential 
uses of these farm wastes 
become, 
said Dr. Knight, that the Bureau of 
Chemistry and Soils 
has 
made 
a 
careful accounting of 
our 
national 
supply which shows there is an annu­ 
al production in the United States of 
about 100,000,000 tons of cornstalks, 
115,000000 tons of cereal straws, 20,- 
000,000 tons of corncobs, 3,000,000 


tons of oat hulls, 18,000,000 tons 
of 
cotton stalks, 1,800,000 tons of cot­ 
tonseed hulls. 2,200,000 tons of flax 
straw, 70,000 tons 
of peanut 
hulls, 
and 500,000 tons of sugarcane bagas­ 
se. making a grand total of 260,570,- 
000 tons of agricultural wastes and 
residues for which 
little 
use 
has 
been found.

Crane 
of 
Omaha, Neb., which began work at 
the north end of the levee north 
of 
Old Mill Levee, has now 
completed 
more than two miles of levee, 
and 
last 
week-end 
crossed 
the Cotton 
Belt Railroad and is continuing south, 
completing its levee as it goes. This 
boat has made unusually good 
pro­ 
gress, better than 
was 
anticipated. 
The boat which is referred to as the 
small 
boat has a 75-foot boom car­ 
rying a 2 ^ -yard dipper. 
The large boat, which started 
up 
last week about a mile south of the 
Cotton Belt Railroad, has a 100-foot 
boom and carries a 3-yard dipper. Tt 
builds only the base of the levee, up 
about two-thirds of the final height, 
and this will be topped off 
by 
the 
small boat. 
At the point where the 
large boat began working, there was 
never a levee, the grade of the levee 
being established by the ridge. 
The new levee, thrown up on this 
ridge several hundred yards east of 
the old levee, the top 
of which was 
just even with the ridge, is 15 
feet 
high at this point. 
Jhe hase of the 
levee is 81 feet with a six-foot crown. 
Last year the water was 
just 
high 
enough to run over the top of 
this 
ridge and with the new levee the wa­ 
ter will have to be approximately 15 
feet higher to go over the top. 
In 
some places, however, the new levee 
will be 26 feet high with a base 
in 
proportion. 
The two boats have been working 
day and night for more than 
two 
weeks, the small boat having worked 
continuously since about October 1. 
Many farm ers were inundated 
by 
flood 
water 
last 
June, after crop* 
were progressing nicely, and a heavy 
loss in this 
county resulted. 
Many

A Modern Poultry House 
The Rhode 
Island 
Red flock 
of 
chickens owned by L J. Schwab 
of 
Bertrand is a fortunate lot 
thinks 
County Agent Teal, who made a 
re­ 
cent inspection of the new 24x24 poul­ 
try house which has been completed 
by Mr. Schwab 
in 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 
The house, which is built 
of new 
material throughout, is in general of 
the Missouri type with 
some slight 
modifications on the inside in order 
to reduce operating time and the la­ 
bor of looking after the 
flock, to 
a 
minimum. 
The house 
must be 
in­ 
spected on the inside in order to ap­ 
preciate it. 
It has a concrete 
floor 
throughout, windows on three sides 
and open front across the south, 
a 
straw loft to absorb 
moisture 
and 
maintain a more even 
temperature, 
dropping board at the north side with 
nests in removal sections built under 
the roosting platform, and the roosts 
placed at right angle to the 
north 
w’all, rather than parallel, in order to 
facilitate counting and catching birds 
at night. 
A labor device of Mr. Schwab’s in­ 
vention is the outfit with which 
the 
dropping platform is cleaned. An old 
hay track has been attached to 
the 
ceiling in line with the front edge of 
the dropping platform, and a rectan­ 
gular box which slides along the plat 
form with one side just under 
the 
edge is hung from the carrier which 
runs on the track. 
Mr. Schwab says 
he can clean 
the 
platform in less 
than five minutes with this litter car­ 
rier and a 
short 
handled hoe. 
Of 
course, the litter carrier is 
detach­ 
able so the owner can carry it 
out 
and deposit the manure on his g ar­ 
den at daily or by weekly intervals. 
Another 
convenience 
which 
Mr. 
Schwab has established, consists 
of 
frame curtains which slide in groov­ 
es on each side of the front openings. 
These frames are attached by rope 
and pulley so that they can be raised 
or lowered from the dwelling house, 
50 yards away, without the necessity 
of going out to 
the 
house in 
bad 
weather, or late at night when a sud­ 
den change 
in 
weather 
conditions 
may necessitate additional protection. 
To complete his system 
of 
man­ 
agement, Mr. Schwab has provided 
for 12 inch openings on each side of 
the house, with 
sliding 
panels 
for 
opening and closing attached by rope 
and pulley, to a point near the door 
so that in case a partition is ever de­ 
sired on the inside of the house, will 
still be easy to let the chickens in and 
out. Also this system will enable Mr. 
Schwab to divide his poultry yard in­ 
to two lots with a fence 
north 
and 
south in line with the east side of the 
house, dividing the ranges. The plan 
of operation will include the use 
of 
green oats, or wheat in one lot 
for 
green pasture while the flock is kept 
out of the other lot until a new plant­ 
ing has grown enough to permit 
a 
change. 
County Extension Agent Teal, 
in 
commenting on the layout which Mr. 
Schwab has made for the purpose of 
going more extensively into poultry 
production worJi, states that in his es­ 
timation the housing and equipment 
which has been provided, constitutes 
one of the most complete poultry set­ 
ups in Southeast Missouri.

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OIL SPRAYS COMBAT SCALES 
ON VALUABLE SHADE TREES 


When the shade trees are dorman 
it is possible to take effective steps 
for the control of any scale insects 
that have been observed during the 
growing season. 
The best method of 
combat is to spray with oil-emulsion 
or miscible-oil sprays, the entomolog­ 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture advise. 
These sprays kill by contact with 
the insects rather than by poisoning 
their food, and may be used at great­ 
er strength and more effectively when 
the trees are leafless 
and 
dormant, 
either in the fall or early sprnig, as 
they would be likely to 
injure 
the 
trees if used in the growing season. 
The entomologists say that proprie­ 
tary preparations of these oil sprays 
can be purchased and should be used 
according 
to 
directions. 
Thorough 
spraying of all scaly areas is essen­ 
tial, yet care 3hould be taken to see 
that the spray solution does not ac- 


cumulate on the ground at the base 
of the trees where it might injure the 
roots.

Contracts will be awarded at the 
same time for the paving of Highway 
61 from a point near New Madrid to 
Portageville, connecting the two pres­ 
ent paved portions of the highway in 
the south end of the district. 
W ith the completion fo these 
two projects, Highway 61 
will 
be paved with concrete the entire 
distance from St. Louis to 
the 
A rkansas line with the

a five- 
mile stretch 
near 
Jackson, and 
from Ancell to Sikeston. 
The paving of that portion of High­ 
way 61 near 
Cape 
Girardeau,

which the grading and bridging was 
completed this autum n, will be offer­ 
ed to contractors in three projects the 
highway departm ent announced. 
Project 289A will include th at por­ 
tion of the road from Williams creek, 
east of Jackson, to a point near Cape 
Girardeau, a distance of 4.45 miles.

including the 20th of each month. 
“Under the new system toll charg­ 
es are included up to the date of the 
bill. 
“Aa far as the telephone company

It ia thus more economical, 
more accurate, more efficient, and is

WORK ON KENNETT 
LEVEE PROGRESSING 


Kennett, 
November 
26.—With 
about two and a half miles of 
the 
levee constructed and with three boats 
working 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week, those people who receive pro­ 
tection from the new No. 7 levee are 
encouraged by the prospects of get­ 
ting in a good crop next spring, one 
of the first in three years for some 
people in those communities. 
Those owning land in the east bot­ 
toms in the Floodway district, are al­ 
so receiving encouragement from the 
progress shown in levee building. 
The first of the land boats used by 
the contractor, Fred 
M. 
Crane 
of 
Omaha, Neb., which !>egan work at 
the north end of the levee north 
of 
Old Mill Levee, has now completed 
more than two miles of levee, 
and 
last 
week-end 
crossed 
the Cotton 
Belt Railroad and is continuing south, 
completing its levee as it goes. This 
boat haR made unusually good 
pro­ 
gress, better than 
was 
anticipated. 
The boat which is referred to as the 
small” boat has a 75-foot l>oom car­ 
rying a 2H-yard dipper. 
The large boat, which started 
up 
last week about a mile south of the 
Cotton Belt Railroad, has a 100-foot 
boom and carries a 3-yard dipper. It 
builds only the base of the levee, up 
about two-thirds of the final height, 
and this will be topped off by 
the 
small boat. 
At the point where the 
large boat began working, there was 
never a levee, the grade of the levee 
being established by the ridge. 
The new levee, thrown up on this 
ridge several hundred yards east of 
the old levee, the top of which was 
just even with the ridge, is 15 
feet 
high at this point. 
?he base of the 
levee is 81 feet with a six-foot crown. 
Last year the water was just 
high 
enough to run over the top of this 
ridge and with the new levee the wa­ 
ter will have to he approximately 15 
feet higher to go over the top. 
In 
some places, however, the new levee 
will be 26 feet high with a base 
in 
proportion. 
The two boats have been working 
day and night for more than 
two 
weeks, the small boat having worked 
continuously since about October 1. 
Many farmers were inundated 
by 
flood water last June, after crops 
were progressing nicely, and a heavy 
loss in this county resulted. Many 
people were homeless for a 4ime be­ 
cause of the flood situation.

Washington.—The problem of farm 
surpluses according to Dr. Henry G. 
Knight, chief of the Bureau of Chem­ 
istry and Soils, United States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture, is now be­ 
ing attacked by researchers in three 
ways. 
In his address 
before 
the 
fortysecond meeting of the Associa­ 
tion of Land Grant Colleges and Uni­ 
versities he listed them 
as follows: 
First, by preserving the surplus pro­ 
ducts of the farms for future 
use; 
second, by converting the product in 
such manner that it may be taken out 
of its field of unsuccessful competi­ 
tion and thrown into 
another field; 
and third, 
through 
manufacturing 
farm products by such processes 
as 
will convert l!hem to other uses than 
food. 
Chemista, plant breeders, econom­ 
ists, engineers, and 
toil 
scientists, 
aaid Dr. Knight are making contri­ 
butions toward widening the markets 
for agricultural products by such re­ 
searches as bava cauacd the growing 


interest in the development of new 
uses an<f wider markets for agricul­ 
tural products by such researches as 
have caused the growing interests in 
the develipment of new uses and wid­ 
er markets for farm wastes and farm 
residues. 
He pointed out that 
the 
increasingly successful conversion of 
the residues and surplus of the corn 
crop into such 
products 
as starch, 
glucose, ethyl alcohol, butyl alcohol 
and acetone marks a field in which 
such articles find ever widening mar­ 
kets which do not compete with corn 
itself. 
The manufacture of 
sugar 
cane bagasse into fiber board affords 
another example of successful con­ 
version of farm wastes into commer- 
ciol products on a large scale. 


So important have 
the 
potential 
uses of these farm wastes become, 
said Dr. Knight, that the Bureau of 
Chemistry and Soils 
has 
made 
a1 
careful accounting of 
our national 
supply which shows there Is an annu­ 
al production in the United States of 
about 100,000,000 tons of cornstalks, 
116,000000 tons of cereal straws, 20,- 
000,000 tons of corncobs, 8,000,000 


tons of oat hulls, 18,000,000 tons of 
cotton stalks, 1,800,000 tons of cot­ 
tonseed hulls, 2,200,000 tons of flax 
straw, 70,000 tons of peanut 
hulls, 
and 500,000 tons of sugarcane bagas­ 
se, making a grand total of 260,570,- 
000 tons of agricultural wastes and 
residues for which 
little 
use 
has 
been found.

ORDINANCES SINCE *97 BURN

which 
burned 
early last Thursday morning. 
Included among these are all of the 
city ordinances which have been pass­ 
ed since 1897, the last time that the 
City Ordinances were r* vised and put 


into book form. All action of the City 
Council during the past 31 years 
is 
without record, and the present City 
Council can look forward to one 
of 
the most stupendous tasks which has 
confronted a council in the history of 
the city. 
Shortly after the fire had subsided 
Thursday morning, Mr. Stroud 
and 
Councilman R. Irl Jones opened 
the 
safe, in which the records were stor­ 
ed, and without removing any of the 
books, made a hurried glance which 
indicated that the records, 
although 
charred, could still be copied. 
They 
were able to see only the back bind­ 
ing of the books, however, and it 
is 
believed that the open edge of 
the 
books were then burning. 
The safe 
was still hot, and it is possible that 
the draft which the saf egot

opened at that time aided the fire in 
doing Its damage. 
No action has been taken by

Council yet on what shall be done to

A Modern Poultry House 
The Rhode 
Island 
Red flock 
of 
chickens owned by L. J. Schwab 
of 
Bertrand ia n fortunate lot 
thinks 
County Agent Teal, who mads n 
re­ 
cent inspection of the new 24x24 poul­ 
try house which has been completed 
by Mr. Schwab 
hi 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 
The house, which is built 
of new 
m aterial throughout, is in general of 
the Missouri type with 
some slight 
modifications on the inside in order 
to reduce operating time and the la­ 
bor of looking after the 
flock, to n 
minimum. 
The house 
must be 
in­ 
spected on the Inside in order to ap­ 
preciate it. 
It has a concrete 
floor 
throughout, windows on three sides 
and open front across the south, 
a 
straw loft to absorb 
moisture 
and 
m aintain a more even 
temperature, 
dropping board at the north side with 
nests in removal sections built under 
the roosting platform, and the roosts 
placed at right angle to the 
north 
wall, rather than parallel, in order to 
facilitate counting and catching birds 
at night. 
A labor device of Mr. Schwab's in­ 
vention is the outfit with which 
the 
dropping platform is cleaned. An old 
hay track has been attached to 
the 
ceiling in line with the front edge of 
the dropping platform, and a rectan­ 
gular box which slides along the plat­ 
form with one side just under the 
edge is hung from the carrier which 
rans on the track. 
Mr. Schwab says 
he can clean 
the 
platform in less 
than five minutes with this litter car­ 
rier and a 
short 
handled hoe. 
Of 
course, the litter carrier is 
detach­ 
able so the owner can carry it 
out 
and deposit the manure on his g ar­ 
den at daily or by weekly intervals. 
Another 
convenience 
which 
Mr. 
Schwab has established, consists 
of 
fram e curtains which slide in groov­ 
es on each side of the front openings. 
These fram es are attached by rope 
and pulley so that they can be raised 
or lowered from the dwelling house, 
50 yards away, without the necessity 
of going out to 
the 
house in 
bad 
weather, or late at night when a sud­ 
den change 
in 
weather 
conditions 
may necessitate additional protection. 
To complete his system 
of 
man­ 
agement, Mr. Schwab has provided 
for 12 inch openings on each side of 
the house, with 
sliding 
panels 
for 
opening and closing attached by rope 
and pulley, to a point near the door 
so th a t in case a partition is ever de­ 
sired on the inside of the house, will 
still be easy to let the chickens in and 
out. Also this system will enable Mr. 
Schwab to divide his poultry yard in­ 
to two lots with a fence 
north 
and 
south in line with the east side of the 
house, dividing the ranges. The plan 
of operation will include the use 
of 
green oats, or wheat in one lot 
for 
green pasture while the flock is kept 
out of the other lot until a new plant­ 
ing has grown enough to permit 
a 
change. 
County Extension Agent Teal, 
in 
commenting on the layout which Mr. 
Schwab has made for the purpose of 
going more extensively into poultry 
production woric, states th at in his es­ 
timation the housing and equipment 
which has been provided, constitutes 
one of the most complete poultry set 
ups in Southeast Missouri.

Contracts for the paving of High­ 
way 61, from William* creek to the 
overhead 
Frisco 
railway crossing 
south of Cape Girardeau, will be let 
by the State Highway Commission at 
Jefferson 
City, 
December 
14. The 
Missourian was advised today. 
By letting the contract during this 
month, the commission will he able to 
get work on the paving of the high­ 
way under way as soon as weather 
conditions in the spring permit. Un­ 
der the usual practice of the depart­ 
ment, the paving will 
he completed 
before next fall. 
Contracts will he awarded at the 
same time for the paving of Highway 
61 from a point near New Madrid to 
Portageville, connecting the two pres­ 
ent paved portions of the highway in 
the south end of the district. 
With the completion fo th ese 
two projects, Highway 61 
will 
be paved with concrete the entire 
distance from St. Louis to 
the 
Arkansas line with the 
excep­ 
tions of gaps between Farming­ 
ton and 
Frederirktown. 
a five- 
mile stretch near Jackson, and 
from Ancell to Sikeston. 
The paving of that portion of High­ 
way 61 near 
Cape 
Girardeau, 
on 
which the grading and hridging was 
completed this autumn, will be offer­ 
ed to contractors in three projects the 
highway department announced. 
Project 289A will include that por­ 
tion of the road from Williams creek, 
east of Jackson, to a point near Cape 
Girardeau, a distance of 4.45 miles. 
Project 289B will include that part 
of the highway from Cape Girardeau 
to 
the 
present 
overhead crossing 
south of the city a distance of 4.46 
miles. 
Project 289C will include the slab­ 
bing of the overhead crossing and the 
approachea leading to the viaduct ov­ 
er the Frisco tracks. This project is 
approximately one-third of a mile in 
length. 
This pavement will be a new ven­ 
ture by the State department in that 
it will be 20 feet in width, as compar­

terior Department. 
Humane and material 
considera­ 
tions both find space in the bulky vol­ 
ume, which contains information suf­ 
ficient to give 
many a member of 
Congress enough work to keep him 
busy for the short session, with 
its 
reports on Indian affairs, reclamation, 
national parks, and a myriad of oth­ 
er subjects 
with 
which this busy 
branch of the goverment must deal. 
Speaking in figures going up 
to 
the hundreds of millions involved in 
its multitude of activities, the depart­ 
ment's Bureau of Pensions shows that 
it distributed from the government’s 
chest last fiscal year the sum of $244,- 
222,970, of which $228,906,072 
was 
paid in pensions to 
veterans 
and 
their dependents, while 
$14,761.616 
went to retired government employes. 
Besides these figures which so cer­ 
tainty show the passing of an old or­ 
der, the report shows that 164,768 
Spanish war veterans, whose mem­ 
bership as a whole 
still 
is robust, 
have been taken under the govern­ 
ment's protecting wing, but the larg­

In addition of superphosphate to 
manure both preserves the nitrogen 
alraady in the manure and adds more 
phosphate in which manure is 
low, 
says the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. Superphosphate is cheap and 
convenient to buy and handle. It may 
be spread in the gutters in the stable 
at the rate of 1 pound a day per an­ 
imal, or it may be added to the ma­ 
nure in the shed at the rate of 40 to 
60 pounds per ton. 


Nothing contributes so much to the 
outside appearance of a house as ap­ 
propriate plantings 
about 
it. 
The 
best locations for plant group»-, says 
a horticulturist of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, are 
the 
most 
prominent points, usually the front 
corners of the house or porch, or a 
large hare wall unbroken by windows, 
where the larger or more conspicuous 
plants should be used. 
At the 
en­ 
trance steps or angles in the house 
the smaller plants look well. 
Under 
the windows of a long wall use plants 
that will grow only as high as the 
window sills. 
In large spaces 
be­ 
tween windows plant those that will 
grow to the top of the window 
above. 
Variety can be secured by 
using plants of different 
forms 
of 
growth and varying colors and shap­ 
es of leaves. 
Shrubs can be bought 
with different types of branching, col­ 
or of stems, and habits of 
holding 
leaves.

L ir a IN THB GOOD OLD 
DAY? NOT 8 0 GOOD 


Quite frequently we hear the ex­ 
pression that life in the good old days 
was much better than it la today— 
that people had mom personal liberty 
and aa easier time of it. Tel this la 
not the fact. 
In the so-called good 
old days, getting back to the time of 
the colonies, the so-eaUed btee laifs 
were much more srict than today and 
there was lees personal liberty. 
Writing under the title "Life In the 
Good Old Days", In the current issue 
of the National 
Republic, 
William 
Turner tells something of this 
life. 
Among other things he says: 
“In June, 1662, this interesting rec­ 
ord of punishment for getting drunk 
was found: 
'Ordered by the town 
that If any Indian shall he found 
drunk in this town ho shall he forth­ 
with apprehended by him or 
them 
that so finds him, and ho shall either 
pay ten shillings or ho whipt, the 
one-half of tho fine ia for thorn that 
And him drunk and tho other half is 
for the town’. 
'•As early aa 1680 the water power 
problem and the monopoly thereof 
was handled by the Town Meeting in 
this 
brief but effective 
fashion: 
Granted to Captain Fitch two hun­ 
dred acres of land for his Incourage- 
ment to set up a saw mill, and to have 
the benefit of the streame and timber 
at the place, and no others to sot up 
sawmill upon the same streame to 
his damage*. 
’Who would 
imagine that 
away 
back yonder in the year 1720—a dor» 
en years before Washington was horn 
—that people stole watermelons ju»t 
as occasionally is done today? 
From 
the records of a justice of the pence 
we learn that an irate fanner named 
Samuel Fox, charged 
Let tee Minor 
and Hannah 
Minor 
with 
stealing 
'about thirty water milions which ia 
contrary to law, and is to his dam­ 
age, aa he saith, the sum of 20a and 
prays for justice'. 
Evidently, 
the 
fanner put up a poor case 
because 
the justice ruled, This court having 
examined the case, consider the evi­ 
dence dont find matter of fact prov­ 
ed, do therefore acqutte the defend­ 
ants, and consider the plaintiffs pay 
the charge of presentar'. 
“Strolling around late at night in 
the 'good old days’, it seems was ta­ 
boo. 
A justice malms 
this curious 
note in his official record im 1720: 
Samuel Sahin 
com pi si net h 
against 
himself that the last Sabbath day at 
night he and John Olmbls, went on 
to Wewewas Hill to visit their rela­ 
tions. and were kite heme, did no 
harm, acid he fears may he a trans­ 
gression of tho law, sad if it be he is 
very sorry for K, 
aad 
«1e a t allow 
himself in enreasenabie sight walk­ 
ing*. 
“In 
1721 
a fellow named Henry 
Holland appeared to be the ‘rough­ 
neck’ of the town. He was haled be­ 
fore the justice charged with 'a tu­ 
multous, violent, tkrsatennig manner’ 
or saying that h# would 'take 
the 
head of Joaatt Tracy off his should­ 
ers’. 
Holland was also charged 
by 
the town 
constable 
with 
*profane 
swearing’. He was found guilty, and 
for the first charge he was ordered to 
'provide 
sufficient 
surety 
for 
his 
peaceable and good behavior until the 
next county court in New London, or 
be committed to jail’. Tho punishment 
for the-'profane swearing’ was a fine 
for his trangression of the law of tea 
shillings, or to sit in the stocks two 
hours and pay the charge of prosecu­ 
tion".—Poplar Bluff Republican.
